BUSSIA’S ADVANCE ON CHINA, 


Military Uses to Which the New RKReilway 
May Be Pat. 

New Tonk. Feb. 26.—[Special.|—Russia is 
building a railway through Siberia to parallel 
the Chinese frontier and virtually bring 
China within the range of her armaments. 
Practically the whole world is watching Rus- 
sia’s movements in Asia.

An eminent diplomatist at Washington said 
this action on the part of Kussia would force 
England to make a defensive alliance with 
China or force Russia to make China part 
with her own territory.

The Ohangeab’e Weather Interferes with 
the Inaugural Preparations. 


VISITORS CROWDING INTO DES MOINES. 


Donn, Ia., Feb. 26.—[Special.|—A large 
crowd of Dubuque citizens assembied at the 
depot of the Kansas City road this evening 
to await the arrival of the Cook County 
Democratic Club. For some reason or other 


the Democrats of this city failed to take any 


measures to give the Chicago visitors a fit- 
ting reception and there is a general exvres- 
sion of disappointment and disgust thereat, 
not only among Democrats but among Re- 
publicans as well. The visitors arrived at 5 
o'clock and left on the 11:30 tram.

It would not require as 
much time or money to build yvia- 
ducts over all the principal streets as it 
would to elevate the tracks. The question 
to be settled was pw to afford quick transit 
to the suburban it required time to 
build viaducts over all the streets, but it 
would require more time to elevate the 
tracks, letting alone the impracticability of 
the latter scheme. 4 

Pending the construction of the viaducts, 
he thoucht, proper safeguards should be 
provided at the various crossings to prevent 
acuidents, and the railroads should be per- 
mitted to run ‘heir trains at a speed of twen- 
ty or twenty-five miles = hour. He felt 
quite satisfied that there less danger of 
accidents if trains are run fast than if 
they are run slow, because will not 
then attempt to jump on and off the cars and 
will use greater precautions in keeping off 
the tracks. 

Vice-President McMullin of the Alton gave 
expression substantially to the same seati- 
ments as Mr. Blackstone, and said that he 
could not see how any sane person 
could advocate the elevation of tracks 
in a city located as Chicago was. Some 
people who do not know whereof they speak 
say that the trains run over elevated tracks 
through Rochester and other Eastern cities. 
At those points.the situation was entirely 
different from that at Chicago. None of 
those cities were located on a level buta tew 
feet above the water line. At Rochester, 
for instance, it was necessary for the rail- 
roads to run on elevated tracks. That city 
is located in a ravine, and the roads couid 
not run through except by the ducking sys- 
tem—going up and down the hill. At Phila- 
delphia only passenger-trains run into the 
city on elevated tracks; ail the freight tracks 
were on level ground, and did not run into 
the heart of the city. 

The officiais of a number of other roads 
were seen, and they were all unanimous in 
saying that the scheme to elevate the tracks 
in this city was so preposterous and imprac- 
ticable as to be scarcely worthy notice.

“SUPPRESSED VOTES” NORTH AND SOUTH. 

It nas been charged for years that the ne- 
gro vote in the Gulf States is suppressed by 
violence and intimidation. Two answers 
have been made to this—one an admission of 
its truth, coupled with the question, “ What 
are you going to do about it?” and the other 
adenial of violence and an attempted inno- 
cent explanation of the silent or suppressed 
Southern vote by the assertion that the 
number of voters in the Northern States 
who do not go to the polls is far greater than 
in the Southern ones. Apathy, aot violence 
and intimidation, is the substance of this 
explanation of political absenteeism. 

The man who has of late gone most exten- 
sively into this rigmarole about the “ North- 
ern suppressed vote is Senatom Pasco of 
Florida, and the Democratic pap ors of his 
State have been praising bis u ase 
“complete reſ utauon of partisan * slanders.” 
The Senator says:

These figures for 1880 are corre st, for they 
are taken from the American Almanac, but 
Senator Pasco had not the intelligence to see 
their true meaning, or, if he had, ne chose to 
try to deceive his hearers. Thus he did not 
notice, or if he did he failed to state, that of 
the 12,800,000 males over 21 in the United 
States in 1880 over three millions were for- 
eign born, and that consequently a large 
number of them could not have been natur- 
alized. Eight hundred thousand of them 
came between 1875 and 1880, and could not 
have voted except in those States where a 
foreigner is allowed to cast his ballot on a 
year’s residence and his declaration of in- 
tention. To this 800,000 must be added the 
army of foreigners who had been in the coun- 
try more than five years, but had never taken 
the trouble to get naturalized. In cities hke 
New York, where Tammany Hall keeps a 
close watch on the aliens and sees that they 
are naturalized, if their politics is right, 
just as soon as they are entitled to be—and 
sometimes before—the percentage of these 
is small, but in all the States except 2 — 
ones it is very large. 

Then it must not be forgotten that the vast 
majority of the foreigners live in the North. 
They may like Southern politics, but they 
will not live among Southern people. Of the 
three million male adults born abroad who 
were here in 1880 only 810,000 were in the 
South, the immense remainder in the North. 
How profoundly this unnaturalized foreign 
element affects the votes of different States 
isshown by che fact that in 1880 the total 
vote of Massachusetts was but 57 per cent of 
the number of males over 21. In Nebraska 
and Minnesota it was 68 and 70 percent. A 
third of the adult males of Massachusetts are 
of foreign birth, aud many of them French 
Canadians, who rarely become citizens. In 
Minnesota a third were of foreign birth, ana 
in Nebraska a half. In New York the vote 
was 79 per cent, in Ohio 88, and im Indiana 
95.5. In the first of these naturalization is 
thorough; in the second the foreign born 
were less than a quarter and the vote a spe- 
ciaily full one because of Garficid’s candi- 
dacy; and in the third foreigners, who 
formed but one-seventh of the adult male 
population, can vote onad on of in- 
tention and a year’s residence, owing to 
the closeness of the State every possible vote 
was gotten out. 

For 1888 there are not the sat e accurate 
figures as for 1880, but it is safe to assume 
inat there were at least 1,750,000 Udult males, 
nearly every one of them living in the North, 
who could not vote because they had not been 
or could not have been naturalized. Almost 
a million must have come under the latter 
head. Here is where the bulk of thé so- 
called “* Northern suppressed vote“ must be 
hunted for. Had the census enumerators 
taken the trouble to find how many of the 
three million adults of foreign birth in 1880 
were natu and therefore entitied to 
vote, Senator would hdve had no fig- 
ures as a basis for his speech. The assump- 
tion that all the males over 21 were voters 
has led many astray and been responsidle 
for much bad arithmetic. 

There are also a large number of men who 
are citizens of the United States but yet do not 
vote even at a Presidential election. They 
belong in the following ciasses: (1) Persons 
who have moved from one State to another 
and have not been in the last one the year 
which is necessary to acquire a residence. 
(2) Citizens who have lost the right to vote 
by removing from county to county within 
the State or from ward to ward and from 
precinct to precinct within a city so short a 
time before election that they cannot geta 
residence in the new voting district. Ina 
city like Chicago that disqualification knocks 
out thousandsof voters and in smaller piaces 
nundreds. (8) Failure to register from one 
cause or another—iack of interest, sickness, 
ora wish to dodge jury duty. This lessens 
the vote of Chicago by thousands. (4) Ab- 
sence from home election-day on business or 
pleasure. This plays havoc among railroad 
men, commercial travelers, etc. (5) Ulness. 
(6) Disfranchisement for crime, idiocy, in- 
sanity, or pauperism. (7) Enlistment in the 
army and navy. (8) Absence abroad—visit- 
ing the Paris Exposition, for instarce. 

These causes exist in the South, but admit- 
tedly are not a tenth as active there as at the 
North. The population of the former sec- 
uon is rural and stationary. There are but 
few cities there. That coustant movement 
of people which prevails at the North is un- 
known at the South. That which explains 
the silent vote” of one part of the country 
satisfactorily does not account for it in the 
other. The only explanation for the Gulf 
States is intimidation aud violence. 

The figures prove it. In 1880 in the States 
of South Carolina, Florida. Georgia, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, and Louisiana there was 
one vote cast for every 62 persons.

Mr. Jeffery, who is looked on by common 
consent as the Director-General of me Ex- 
position, knows perfectiy well what the ver- 
satility and dexterity of Chicagoans will 
enable them to do, but he has been at Paris 
and has seen that great displays are not the 
work ofaday. He also appreciates the fact 
that there is something to be done besides 
putting ‘up buildings—that exhibiters must 
be secured to fill them. If the manufactures 
and products of Chicago alone were to be dis- 
played there would be no danger that its 
energetic citizens would not be ready on time. 
But the exhibiters are expected to come from 
all parts of the United States, from the other 
nations of North America, from Central 
and South America, from Europe, Asia, 
and Australia. It is not to be expect- 
ed that all these people will have 
the dash and vim of Chicago. They will 
take their time, and all the pushing and 
pulling of Chicagoans will not hasten them a 
minute. Brazil may want to participate, but 
it will proceed in the leisurely fashion of a 
tropical nation, needing one year to learn pf 
what ‘is proposed, another to think it over, 
and another to get ready. 

Understanding this, and knowing from his 
railroad experience that hurried construc- 
tion means costly construction, Mr. Jeffery 
says!

THE INTERNATIONAL COPYRIGHT LAW. 

The Hon. George E. Adams, Representa- 
tive from the Fourth Illinois District, will be 
pleased to learn that at a meeting held on the 
North Side night before last a resolution was 
adopted indorsing his advocacy of the Chace- 
Breckinridge International Copyright bill. 
But his gratification may be lessened when 
he sees by looking at the names of those 
preseat that this approval of his course 
comes almost exclusively from Democrats 
and mugwumos and from iadies whose 
voting power is umited to such gath- 
erings. He will not find among the 
supporters of the resolution any of 
those who have heretotore worked for his 
nomination by Republican conventions or 
have supported him at the polls. As a poli- 
ticilan he may consider the indorsement of 
the meeting of Tuesday agreeable, but not 
specially important. Even though he shall 
carry the Lake-Shore drive unanimously, he 
may not be elected. But it may be that he 
has decided to quit politics and take to lit 
erature. 

The majority of Mr. Adams’ constituents, 
irrespective of party, do not indorse his 
course, for they are not yet unselfish enough 
to prefer poor and dear American to cheap 
and good English literature. In Mr. Adums’ 
district, as im all the others in the United 
States, there is a small but clamorous element 
which favors an international copyright. It 
is made up in part of sincere but misguided 
people who have reasoned themselves into 
the belief that copyright is a natural and in- 
alienable right. of man which should be en- 
joyed in common all over the world. To 
deny an English author a copyright here 
seems to them as inequitable as it would be 
to deny him the privilege of breathing Amer- 
ican air or drinking American water were he 
on this side of the ocean. The fatal fallacy 
in the reasoning of these dreamers is that 
copyright is not a so-called “natural” but 
an “artificial right.” It rests on expediency, 
not equity. 

The length of time for which the copyright 
is given varies with different nations and 
with different kinds of brain-produce. That 
which a man has made with his hands is his 
forever, but not so that which he has made 
with his head. In this country copyrights 
are granted for a term of twenty-eight years, 
with the privilege of an extension of fourteen 
years. In England a copyright of a book en- 
dures for forty-two years, or the lifetime of 
the author, which may exceed that. But the 
musician and the dramatist are deemed less 
worthy of encouragement than the historian, 
novelist, or poet, and are given but twenty- 


eight years, while the sculptor must content.

If they 
believed that country were against it they 
would oppose it. Their ideas on this subject 
are made for them abroad. 

But personal interest masquerading under 
the disguise of “natural rights” is chiefly 
responsible for the present agitation. Such 
motives should not be allowed to influence 
Congress. It should be for that body purely 
a question of expediency. If Congress 
thought it wise it could repeal the existing 
copyright laws, for the Constitution does not 
say they shali be passed, but merely that 
they may be. If Congressmen think the peo- 
ple ot the United States will be benefited by 
a law which will make English books dear 
they have the power to pass the law which 
may stimulate the growth of a literary spirit 
in Engiand but not in this country; but they 
may find some difficulty in making their con- 
stituents take their view of it. The safest 
pian is to wait till the people unmistakably 
demand the law and the agitation for it 
passes beyond the narrow circle of those who 
will profit by it or mistakenly hope they will. 
Don't try to force it upon the people as long 
as it will be for them at best a nauseous 
dose of medicine administered by quacks 
and empirics—of doubtful benefit to the 
patient and of no permanent advantage to 
those who prescribe it. Mr. Adams, if he is 
prudent, will wait till the people call for in- 
ternational copyright; he will not out of his 
beneficent wisdom give it to them unasked 
and because he thinks it is for their good 
while they think aifferently.

ELEVATING RAILBOAD TRACKS IN CHI- 
CAGO, 

A single object-iesson ought to teach those 
who are prattling about elevating the tracks 
as a means of enabling the railroads to make 
fast time within the city limits of the absurai- 
ty of their proposition. 

Take the mass of tracks which come in on 
Kinzie street and extend eastward across the 
North Branch to the lake shore. Their 
elevation would necessarily mean the re- 
moval of the viaducts at Western avenue, 
Ashland avenue, Sangamon, Haisted, Des- 
plaines, and Milwaukee pvenue, and of their 
approaches. It would mean that the West 
Side Street railway/company, which has 
laid its cable across the Desplaines street 
viaduct, would have to remodel its system 
and drop to grade. It would mean that every 
side-track which puts out from the main 
lines would have to be elevated, that the 
switch-tracks in the freight yards and the 
yards themselves would have to follow suit, 
and that the cost of handling in and out 
freight would be greatly increased. 

The most serious difficulty would begin, 
however, after the North Branch was 
crossed. The viaducts at Wells, Clark, 
Dearborn, and State streets would have to 
be removed, because @they would be 
m the way. Taking away the viaducts 
would necessitate lowering the bridges, for 
the grades would be too sbarp from the 
bridge-heads to the level of North Water 
street. Wherever these changes from the 
long-established grades caused loss to the 
owners of buildings they would be entitled 
to recover damages, and wherever the new 
permanent elevated right of way, presuma- 
bly supported.on stone walls, caused dam- 
ages they likewise would have to be paid for. 

The elevation of the tracks of those roads 
which skirt the west bank of the South 
Branch, especially on West Water street, 
would necessitate a removal of viaducts and 
lowering of bridges there. It would lessen 
the value of the land which the compa- 
nies own and use there. A little farther 
south and west, where the spur tracks of the 
Burlington enter scores. of lumber yards, it 
would be necessary to lift all the tracks into 
the air, and the lumber would have to be 
elevated to reach the cars. No road can be 
selected which would not find it impossi- 
ble to do business in the present method 
within the city limits if this attempt at hoist- 
ing the tracks in the air were successful. 
It would have to abandon its present freight 
terminals and establish new ones remote 
from lake and river. 

Why abandon the present system, which 
originated thirty years ago and has been 
steadily pursued ever since? On some streets 
it is so well established that it would be mad- 
ness to changeit. Of this North and West 
Water are illustrations. They remain at 
something like the original grade, while the 
neighboring streets have been raised littie by 
little, till the roads which use North and 
West Water practically run in subways. The 
level of the city may be said to be gradually 
rising all the time. Whenever a street is re- 
paved it rises a little. If Kinzie street is 
left as it is the lines which run along it will 
gradually find themselves in a depression, 
while the viaduct grades, some of which are 
now rather heavy, will by the steady raising 
of street levels become less sharp. In fifty 
years most of the roads will be running in 
chaunels which nature and time have made 
for them. 

The Council will not abandon the deliber- 


ate and well-settled policy of years to enter 


on untrodden paths ignorant where they will 
lead it, and knowing only that it will cost 
vastly more to undo what has been done than 
it will to complete the present system of via- 
ducts at every third or fourth street and of 
gates and watchmen at all tne other cross-

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THE “DAY’S-WOKK” PLAN ILLUSTRATED. 

Last December; when the Democratic ward

5 AGREE ON UNIFORM BATES,

Differentials as Were in Effect Last Sum- 
mer— The Railroads Think They Ought 
to Be Satisfied with Less—Indications 
of Fierce Competition Between the 
Various Lake Transportation Concerns 
— Rules Governing Oli Shipments. 

The Lake and Rall Committee of the Cen- 


tral Traffic Association and tne managers of | 


the lake transportation lines between Lake 
Michigan and Eastern Lake Erie ports held 
a meeting yesterday at Chairman Blanchard’s 
office for the purpose of considering the es- 
tablishment of uniform lake and rail and all- 
rail rates and to agree on the differentials be- 
tween the two rates. The steamboat people 
deciared their willingness to join the rail- 
roads in making uniform through rates pro- 
vided they were given the same differentials 
they had last year, which were as follows: 

To Milwaukee or Chicago from New York, 
west-bound—First class, 21 cents; second, 18 
cents; third, 13 cents; fourth, 8 cents; fifth, 
7 cents; and, sixth, 5 cents. From Chicago 
and Milwaukee to New York, east-bound— 
First class, 15 eents; second, 13 cents; third, 
10 cents; fourth, fifth, and sixth, 5 cents. 

The raiiroad officials ‘ considered those dif- 

ferentiais too high, claiming that the through 

rateson corn and other articles are lower 
this year than last, and the exaction of the 
above differentials by the lake lines would 
place the railroads atadisadvantage. They 
demanded a reduction in tne differentiais or 
an advance in the lake rates proper, which 
the managers of the lake lines would not 
accede to. 

The representatives of the railroad lines 
proposed that the matter be submitted to ar- 
bitration, but the lake lines would not have 
it. Upon the request of the lake lines the 
matter was finally referred back to the Joint 
Executive Committee, at whose suggestion 
this meeting was called, and Chairman 
Blanchard, who is in New York at present, 
was requested to consult with the trunk 
lines for the purpose of suggesting further 
action in the matter. 

Fears are expressed that a permanent 
agreement for the maintenance of uniform 
rates between the Lake Michigan transporta- 
tion lines and the railroads cannot be effect- 
ed this year and that in consequence lake 
rates will be lower than ever before. While 
the Eastern trunk lines control a majority of 
the lake transportation lines, yet they are 
unable to eontrol lake rates, owing to the 
large nutaber of independent boats that will 
be put in service this season and the active 
competition of tne Lake Superior transporta- 
tion lints, which the trunk lines are unable 
to control 

Among the latter is Jim Hill’s Great 
Northern Line, which, according to Mr. 
Hill's interview recently published, will not 
consent to join other lines in making uni- 
form rates unless it is given a good-sized dif- 
ferential... The Canadian Pacific has also es- 
tablished independent steamboat lines be- 
tweea Duluth and Chicago to Owen Sound, 
which will make through rates independent 
of any of the other lines. The kawanna 
and Lehigh Valiey roads have also made ar- 
rangements for the running of fleets be- 
tween Chicago and Buffalo which may re- 
fuse to join the proposed combine with the 
Eastern railroads. 


THE CENTRAL TRAFFIC on RATES. 


Conditions Which Will Govern the Trans- 
portation of This Commodity. 


The 8 of the Trunk Line 


the following revised rules, which are to be 
printed on the oil tariffs of the railroad com- 
panies as conditions governing such tariffs: 

Minimum car load in barrels or cases will be 
24,000 pounds: minimum car-load in tank cars 
will be full capacity of tank, except that all ship- 
ments of oil in tanks may be billed at not more 
than forty-two gallons less than the actual 
capacity of the tank; when shipped in tank cars 
the weight will be computed at 6 8-10 pounds per 
gallon. 

The following weights on barrels and cases 
will be used: 

If shipped in barrels the weight will be com- 
puted at 400 pounds per barrel; if shippea in 
square cans, completely cased, and case con- 
taining ten gallons, the weight will be computed 
ab eighty pounds per case; mixed car-loads of oil 
in barrels and cases will be taken at rates named 
in tariff, based in weights given above. 

When less than the minimum car-load as 
above given is shipped the less than car-load 
rates as per merchandise tariffs and official 
classification will be charged. In no case, 
however, must a shipment of less than a car- 
load be charged more than if a full car-load 
were shipped. 

The railroad companies do not furnish 
tank cars; when furnished by shippers the 
company will pay three-fourths of 1 per cent 
per mile each way over its own road, and 
will return the empty car to point of ship. 
ment without charge; shipments at these 
rates are entirely at owners’ risk of leakage 
and loss or agen by fire. Rates named in 
the tariff are subject to change without no- 
tiges except that required by law; rates to in- 

rmediate stations will not exceed the rates 
to next distant station on same road. 


OOMPLAINTS UF IOWA JOBBERS. 


Charges of Discrimination Heard by the 
Railroad Commissioners. 

Des Moines, la., Feb. 26.—[Special.]—The 
meeting called by the Railroad Commission- 
ers fora hearing of the complaints of the 
manufacturers and jobbers in regard to 
freight rates was held today. General Man- 
ager Ripiey and Solicitor Blythe of the Chi- 
cago, Burlington and Quincy, Traffic Man- 
ager Sage and other officials of the Chicago, 
Rock Island-gand Pacific, and representatives 
of the Chicago and Northwestern, Lilinois 
Central, Milwaukee and St. Paul, and Chica- 
go, St. Paul and Kansas City were present. 

President Torbert and Secretary Wild of 
the State Jobbers’ Association presented the 
case for the association, while the petitions 
from jobbers were read vetting forth that 
the recent reducuon in rates from Chicago 
without a corresponding reduction in Iowa 
rates worked a great injustice to the lowa 
jobbers. There were forty-nine jobbers and 
manufacturers who complained of this dis- 
crimination, and President Torbert took the 
ground that the lowa law was designed for 
the purpose of correcting such inequalities, 
and the commission should take steps to 


remedy matters. 

Mr. Ripley re nted the railroad side of 
the question. @ said that previous to the 
Inter-State Commerce act there was no such 
trouble as is now complained of. Then rates 
could be made to suit localities, but now it 
can’t be done. The Iowa law simply tram- 
ples on the roads. He claimed that the re- 
cent reduction in rates was forced upon the 
roads and would not continue long, and that 
it was unfair to base complaints upon Chica- 
go rates. Seaboard rates should be taken as 
a basis of comparison. Petitions were pre- 
sented from jobbors in Ottumwa, Marshall- 
town, Waterloo, Rapids, and a few 
Other points stating that they were satisfied 
with the present rates. The complaint 
seemed to come largely from the river towns. 
The Commissioners took the matter under 
advisement.

AMERICAN AND ENGLISH RELIOCTS 


FACE EACH OTHER IN COURT, 


Though the Latter Is Legally Entitled to 
the Title, the Former Is Given the 
Small Estate—James Donovan Charges 
Warren &Springer with Usury—Mrs. 
Francis L. Barton Wants a Divoree for 
Cruelty—Other Iteme— The Record— The 
Call. 


Two widows of the late Joseph Pullman faced 
each other in the Probate Court yesterday. Puil- 
man was a blacksm®&h who lived in Aurora until 
a few years ago, when he came to Chicago and 
lived in Lake, dying a few months ago. He left 
only a lot in Kane County valued at $600, and the 
contest between the two widows, which is to be | 
taken to the upper courts, will leave nothing to 
re between them after court costs are 
pa 

Pullman, it appears, was married to Susana 
Pullman in England in 1852. In 1857 he came to 
Aurora and married Ellen Hill. Mrs. Susana 
Pullman believed him dead. She also swore 
that she afterwards learned that Joseph had pur- 
posely caused a report of bis death to be spread 
about his old home in Lancashire. She had 
three children by him—Eméty Godfrey, Isabella 
Taylor, and Lawrenee Pullman. Nine years ago 
she and her three children and the husbands of 
her daughters emigrated from England to South 
Chicago. Joseph was then living in Aurora. 

When Pullman died the English family in 
South Chicago saw a notice of his death in the 
papers and satisfied herself that he was her hus- 
band, but did not learn even then of his second 
marriage. She went into the Probate Court and 
= letters of administration on his estate, be- 
leving there was no will. 

A day or two ago Mrs. Ellen Pullman. en- 
tirely ignorant ot the existence of widow No. 1, 
appeared la court with a will, in which Joseph 
left all ot his small estate to her, In her peti- 
tion the second wife said she lived at No. 5348 
Butterfield street. and stated that the only heirs 
were herself, Martha Hindle, a sister, John Ash- 
vorth, a nephew, and Samuel ullman. 
When the will was presented it was revealed 
that there were rival claims for the widowhood, 
and the lawyers for Ellen were directed to give 
notice to Susana. 

The English and the American widows faced 
each other yesterday for the first time. E. W. 
Adkinson, attorney for Ellen, admitted that 
Susana was Joseph's lawful widow, but as 
Joseph left his estate to Ellen the will was bind- 
ing unless the witnesses would swear he was not 
of sound mind, They swore that Joseph was of 
sound mind when he made the will. 

Judge Kohlsaat decided that in that case Pull- 
man could leave his property to whomsoever he 
saw fit. The will was sustained and proven, and 
Mrs. Susana Pullman and her children took an 
appeal to the Circuit Court. -The letters granted 
to widow No. 1 were revoked, 


He Charges Usury. 

James Donovan ina bill filed in the Circuit 
Court, suppressed one day for service, sets forth 
that Oct. 2, 1889, he borrowed $15,000 from War 
ren Springer, wo was then and is now making 
a speciality of loaning money at usurious rates of 
interest.“ to be repaid by June 30, 1890, together 
with $10,181 additional as interest. To secure the 
payment of the total, $25,181,a mortgage was given . 
by Donovan on the building No.184 Monroe street, 
occupied by the George H. Taylor Paper com- 
pany, and the ground lease. On the property 
there were already three mortgages for $70,000, 
$39,000 and 838.500 respectively. Part of the 
agreement was that Warren Springer should be 
put tn possession of the premises and handle the 
rents, applying the proceeds, after taxes and 
running expenses were paid, to Donovan's ac- 
count. Springer agreed in writing, Donovan 
Claims, to trausfer back to him provided the 
obligations of Donovan were settled within tne 
specified time. It is furthermore c ed t 

pringer has never paid but $10,000 of the 815, 
loan promi and that he is now making an 
effort to dispose of the property. Donovan prays 
for the appointment of a receiver, an injunction 
restraining Springer from conveying ‘the prem- 
ises, and t he may be compelled to transfer it 
back to Donovan on the payment by thé latter 
of his debts to Springer beiore June 30,

On the 
tirst the complainant could not tell when be was 
married and on the second the proof of his wife’s 
desertion was insufficient. Yesterday witnesses 
testified that Mrs. Suré left her husband in 1887 
because he refused to join the Methodist Church, 
ot which she was a devout member. Nicholas 
will get a Gecree. 

Mrs. Anna Brainard asks divorced from 
Louis H. Brainard and pra ran injunction 
restraining him from interfering with her and 
her six children. She married him in 1869, and 
charges drunkenness and crualty. 

Mrs. Maggie Fuller charges her husband, 
Charies Fuller, with unfaithfulness and asks for 
a divorce and alimony.
